In the course of a recent lecture before the 
Royal Society, England, Dr. Siemens placed a 
pot of budding tulips in the full brightness of 
the electric light in the meeting room, and in 
about forty minutes the buds had expanded 
into full bloom. Dr. Siemens's experiments 
have been made with quick-growing seeds and 
plants, like mustard, carrots, swedes, beans, 
cucumbers and melons. The pots, the lecturer 
stated, were divided into four groups, one of 
which was kept entirely in the dark, one was 
exposed to the influence of the electric light 
only, one to the influence of daylight only, and 
one to daylight and electric light in succession. 
The electric light was applied for six hours 
each evening— from 5 o'clock to 11 o'clock — 
and the plants were then left in darkness dur- 
ing the remainder of the night. The general 
result was that the plants kept entirely in the 
dark soon died ; those exposed to the electric 
light only, or to the daylight only throve about 
equally; and those exposed to both day and 
electric light throve far better than either. .
